Hay-Pauncefot e treaty, 
the construction of a canal across the 
isthmus of Panama, which was sent to 
the senate yesterday, is as follows: 

The United States of America and his 
majesty, Rdward VII of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
of the British beyond the 
seas, king and emperor of India, being 
desirous to faciltate the construction of 
a canal to connect the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans. whatever route that 
may be considered expedient, and to 
that end to remove any objection which 
may arise out of the convention of the 
th of April, 1850, commonly called the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, to the construc- 
tion of such canal under. the auspices 
of the government of the United States 
without impairing the ‘“‘general princ'i- 
ple” of neutralization established in arti- 
cle 8 of that convention, have for that 
purpose appointed as their plenipotentia- 
ries: 

The president of the United States; 
John Hay, secretary of state of the 
United States of America, and his maj- 
esty. Edward VII of the United King- 
dem of Great Britain and Ireland, and

ARTICLE I. 


The high contracting parties agree that 
the present treaty shall supersede the 
aforementidned convention of the 19th of 


April, 1850, 
ARTICLE Il, 


It is agreed that the canal may be 
constructed under the auspices of the 
government of the United States, 
either directly dt its own cost, or by 
gift cr loan of money to individuals 
or corporations, or through subscrip- 
tion to or purchase of stock, or 


' Bhares, and that subject to the pro- 


visions of the present treaty, the 
said government shall have and en- 
joy all the rights incident to such 
construction as well as the exclusive 
tight of providing for the regulation 
and management of the canal. 


ARTICLE Il. 


The United States adopts as the basis 
of the neutralization of such ship canal 
the following rules, substantially as em- 
bodied in the convention of Constantino- 
ple, signed the 28th of October. 1888, for 
the free navigation of the Suez canal— 
that is, to say: 

l. The canal shall be free and open to 
the vessels of commerce and of war of 
all nations observing these rules on 
terms of entire equality so that there 
Shall be no discrimination against any 
such nation, or its citizens, or subjects, 
in respect of the conditions or charges 
yee or otherwise.

Negro Educator Is Refused Accom- 
modation at Three of the Lead- 
ing Hostelries in Spring- 
field—They Claim Hotels 
Were Crowded. 


Springfield, Mass.,. December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Booker T. Washington, the fa- 
mous negro educator, was refused accom- 
modations at three leading Springfield 
hotels last night. Washington finally 
secured a room at the Russe} hotel, The 
incident has resulted in muth. comment. 
The hotels which are alleged to have 
turned Washington away are the leading 
houses of the city. 

The proprietors claimed today that 
Washington had been refused accommo- 
dations because there were no vacant 
rooms, 

“It is true,’’ said the proprietor of one 
hotel tonight, ‘‘that we were obliged to 
refuse Professor Washington a room last

“If Professor Washington was turned 
away it was because the hotel was crowd-

The present treaty shall be rati- 
fied ty the president of the United 
States, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the sen- 
ate thereof, and his’ Britannic 
majesty, and the ratifications shall 
be exchanged at London or at Wash- 
ington at the earliest possible time, 
within six months from the date 


hereof. 

In faith whereof the respective plenipo- 
tentiaries have signed this treaty and 
hereunto affixed their seals. 

Done in duplicate at Washington, and 
the 18th day of November, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and one.

Following is the letter of President 
Roosevelt transmitting the treaty to the 
senate: 

“To the Senate: I transmit for the 
advice and consent of the senate to its 
ratification a convention signed Novem- 
ber 18, 1901, by the respective plenipoten- 
tiaries of the United States and Great 
Britain to facilitate the construction of 
a ship canal to connect the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans by whatever route may be 
considered expedient, and to that end, 
to remove any objection which may arise 
out of the convention of April 19, 1850, 
commonly called the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, to the construction of such canal 
under the auspices of the government 
of the United States, without impairing 
the *en°ral principle of neutralization 
established in article 8 of that conven- 
tion. I also inclose a report from: the 
secretary of state submitting the con- 
vention for my consideration.

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ATTACK ON FRENCH BUDGET. 


Slashing Criticism of Measure Made 
by Mr. Ribot. 


Paris, December 5.—In the chamber of 
deputies today M. Alexandre Ribot, re- 
made a slashing criticism of 
the budget. 

M. Ribot argued that the present 
budget was higher by 259,000,000 francs 
than that of 1898; that all the nations 
of Europe were reducing expenses and 
that France must imitate their exam- 
ple, as she cannot risk committing fur- 
ther faults. The only way to assure 
the moral and material strength of the 
nation, argued the speaker, is to pre- 
vent the expenditures from’ exceeding 
the receipts. M. Ribot criticised the at- 
tempts to effect economy by abolishing 
the sugar bountles and the appropriations 
for public worship. He declared that 
most of the economies proposed were 
more fictitious than real; that the deficit 
at the end of the year would be 144,000,000 
francs, and that the government owed 
the country the truth concerning the 
condition of its finances.

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MEASURE IS UP TO SENATE 
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Vole on the Measure Was 107 


for Adoption and 90 
Avainst 


PAPER NOW UP TQ THE 
SENATE FOR CONSIDERATION 


According to the Provisions of the 
Bill the State Will Appropriate 
$500,000 to Build New 
Passenger Station in 
Atlanta. 


By a vote of 107 to 5% the depot bill pass- 
ed the house yesterday afternoon and is” 
now up to the senate for consideration. 

Favorable action was had on the meas- 
ure after several hours of debate and at 
the end of a session lasting from 9:30 tn 
the morning until shortly after 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. The bill, as introduced 
by Mr. Gress, of Wilcox, and providing 
that the state should appropriate $500,- 
000 from the yearly rental of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad to erect a handsome 
new passenger station on the stafe’s prop 
in Atlanta, was passed with six 
amendments. 

These amendments in no wise detract 
from the strength of the measure. The 
first amendment was by Mr. Johnson, of 
Bartow, provided that the 
members of the committee to be ap- 
pointed to have charge of fhe matter of 
bullding, shall be paid for their services 
from the money appropriated for the pur- 


erty 


and 


,pose of building the new station. An- 


other amendnient by Mr. Little, of Mus- 
cogee, provided that the modification of 
the lease contract should be assented to 
by the lessee of the state road before any 
steps were taken to build the new depot, 
‘A proviso was added to this by Mr. 
Johnson, of Bartow, to the effect that 
the modification of the present lease con- 
tract should not be construed as giving 
the lessee any right or claim to auy bet- 
terments or claims. An améndment by 
Mr. Lane, of Sumter, provided that the 


building committee should keep its rec- ; 


ords open at 4&ll times for public inspec- 
tion. Several minor amendments were 
also adopted. 


Great Enthusiasm Manifested. 

The bill passed amid great enthusiasm, 
The friends of the measure in the house 
cheered and applaudéd for several mo- 
ments when it was announced that 107 
had voted for the bill and the audiénce in. 
the gallery joined in the general demon- 
stration. 

Speaker Little and Mr. Morris, of Cobb, 
who presided as chairman of the commit- 
tee of the whole while the debate on the 
bill was in progress, both acquitted them- 
selves with distinction. Their rulings 
were clear cut and decisive and were in- 
strumental in eliminating all superfluous 
discussion calculated to delay matters. 

The measure provides that a committee 
of seven—four from the house and two 
from the senate—of which the governor 
shall be chairman, shall bé appointed to 
investigate the question of building a new 
depot, secure plans and estimates and 
consider the items of damage that may 
arise from the erection of the passenger 
station. According to the bill the new 
depot is to be completed by July, 19%, 
and the $500,000, which Is to be appropri- 
ated, will cover all costs and damages. 

As soon as the bill was introduced Mr. 
Slaton, of Fulton, who introduced the 
measure making the measure the special 
order for yesterday, moved that it be 
transmitted immediately to the senate. 
It will come up for consideration in that 
body in the next few days, it is belleved. 

Detail of the Session. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of the rules committee that the depot 
bill be made the special order for the 
day, the measure was taken up in tBe 
house yesterday morning. The _ report 
that the fate of the bill was in the 
hands of the house was instrumental in 
drawing a large crowd of people who 
almost completely filled the gallery dur- 
ing the entire time the bill was under 
consideration. 

When the special order was announced 
Mr. Slaton. of Fulfon, said he understood 
that the opponents of the measure did 
not desire any unnecessary delay. but 
were willing that the measure should 
be brought to a vote as early as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, introduced a reso- 
lution providing that there should be 
unlimited debate on the measure. The 
paper was ordered laid on the table for 
one day, as Speaker Little ruled that it 
sought to change a rule of the house. 
Mr. Park, of Greene, offered a resolu- 
tion fixing the time of the debate at one 
hour for each side, but it, too, was or- 
dered laid on the table for a day. Next 
Mr. Hall. of Bibb, submittéd a resolu- 
tion to do away with the rule of the 
house limiting debate to ten minutes. 
It was likewise ordered to lay over one 
day. 

Then Mr. Hall moved to indefinitely 
postpone action on the bill. He ad- 
dressed the -house for ten minutes on 
this motion. He declared that the time 
had arrived when the measure should 
be postponed. He and Mr. Miller. of

Park, of Greene, moved that the time 
of the sesSion be extended until the 
question under discussion had been dis- 
posed of.

Mr. Felder, of 
Bibb, asked if, under the speaker's pre- 
Vicus ruling, the resolution did not jie 
over one day. Speaker Little announced 
that he would reverse his former ruling 
and allow a vote on the adoption of the 
resolution. Mr. Felder then asked if the 
chair would not also reverse his previous 
rulings on the resolution allowing unlim- 
ited debate, which was ordered to lie over 
a day, and the speaker said he would 


not. 
Wanted Message Read. 

_Mr. Felder asked that resolution No.: 
203 and the governor’s message relative 
to the Blalock resolution also be read 
for. the information of the house. Mr. 
Wilson, of Clay, made the point of order 
that the governor's message was not 
germain to the subject, under censidera- 


tion. Mr. Little, of Muscogee, made the 
point that the papers referred to could 


not be read without the consent of the 
committee of the whole. When the mat- 
ter was submitted to the committee the 
vote was overwhelmingly against’ the 
reading of the resolution and message. 

Then came a flood of amendments to 
the bill. There was considerable discus- 
sion as to how these should be taken up. 
The chairman ruled that all the amend- 
ments should be first read for the infor- 
mation of the committee and then that 
the bill should be considered. section. by 
section. After the reading of the amend- 
ments the chairman announced that he 
would entertain any member who desired 
to speak on the bill and the nending 
amendments. Mr. Gress, of Wticox, the 
author of the depot measure, designated 
Mr. Park, of Greene, as the first speaker 
for the bill. 

Mr. Park began by. saying that the 
state was the owner of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta; that the read belonged to the 
people of Georgia, and not to any corpo- 
ration. He declared that Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, had asserted that the railroad prop- 
exty, with the exception of the depot in 
Atlanta, was in a magnificent. condition, 
Mr. Park argued that, if the road was in 
euch good condition the terminal prop- 
erty should be improved by all means. 
His time of ten minutes expired before 
he was able to conclude. 

Mr. Kelley, of Glascock, was tie nex: 
speaker. He presented figures which, he 
said, shuwed that the state was not in 
a condition to expend money for the 
érection of a new passenger station. He 
asserted that ‘t would not be a zonod 
business proposition to build, and wound 
up by expressing the hope that: the bill 
would not pass.

A bill to be entitled an act to provide for the 
erection of a new union passenger station by 
the state as owner of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, on the state’s property In the city of 
Atlanta, and to appropriate money for the 
Same; to negotiate for the sale of the present 
union passenger. building; to provide for com- 
pensating persons whose property may be taken 
or damaged by reason of erecting said new sta- 
tion, and for other purposes. 

Section |. Be it enacted by 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That a new 
union passenger station shall, in the manner 
hereinafter provided, be erected on the state's 
property in the city of Atlanta, the same to 
be done under the supervision and control of 
the governor now in office and his successors 
and a joint committee of the present general 
assembly and their successors, who are to be 
selected as provided in the next section of this 
act. , 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the authority 

aforesaid, That said joint committee shal! con- 
sist of two members of the senate to be ap- 
pointed by the president thereof, and four mem- 
bers of the house to be appointed by the speak- 
er thereof; provided, that after the expiration 
of. the terms of office of these committeemen

Said contract shall be so framed that 
the state shall look to the present lessee of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad and to it 
alone for the rental of the new station, and 
said lessee shall be bound to pay the same and 
adjust with the other companies the pro rata 
amount to be paid to it by each.

giving the lessee of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad any right of claim to any betterments

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the governor and said commit- 
tee shall, as soon as practicable after said con- 
tract has been made, proceed to select a plan 
for a suitable passenger station, said plan to 
be secured either by competitive contest or by 
the employment of a competent architect for 
that purpose, as they may deem best; provided, 
that no plan shall be adopted until, upon @e- 
tailed and accurate specifications of the cgst 
of labor, material and all other expenditures 
necessary for the erection of said passenger 
station, it shal] be definitely ascertained that 
the entire cost of the same will in no event 
exceed the sum of five hundred thousand 
($500,000) dollars, it being understood that it

That in the event any private 
property is taken or damaged by reason of 
said closing, the governor and said cémmittee 
and their successors shall pay the owners 
thereof a sufficient sum to compensate them 
therefor; provided, that .whatever ~ amount 
should be allowed, if any, by the governor 
and said committee and their successors, as 
damages, the same shall be paid out of the

Sec, 16. Be it further enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid, That upon all questions arising 
before the governor and said committee and 
their successors, a majority shall decide. 
hereby repealed. 
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tired of the hombast and demagogery 
which, he declared, was advanced to 
prejudice the minds of the members of 
the house against the passage of the 
measure. He made a spirited argument 
in favor of the biil, and was warmly’ 
applauded. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, declared 
the bill was a subterfuge. ‘“‘Why don’t 
you say you will appropriate $500,000 to 
build a depot in so many words?” said 
he.. “You Know it could not pass if such 
was done. How can you go on trom day 
to day making appropriations when no 
money is being raised to meet them and 
appropriations have already been made 
largely in excess of your revenues’”’ 

Mr. Steed, of Taylor, said that if the 
measure had been~calted a state depot 


bill it would have been nearer correct. 
He said the fact that the bill had beef 
referred to as calling tor the erection 
of an Atlanta depot had been instru- 
mental in provoking opposition to the 
measure, which was without § founda- 
tion. He asserted that the bill solved a 
problem that had confronted the state 
for some time, and he hoped it would’ 
pass. 

Mr. Perry, ot Gwinnett, followed Mr. 
Steed with a speech in advocacy of the 
passage of the measure. He said he had 
voted agairst the bill at the tast session, 
but he intended voting for it now. He 
suggested that no appropriations be made 
during the erection of the depot, and he 
was sure the tax rate would not have to 
be increased to raise funds necessary to 
keep up the state. 

Deaf to All Clamor. 

Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, made a short 
speech against the bill. The next speak- 
er was Mr. Toomer, of Ware. He said 
the state’s debt amounted to about 
$8,000:000, and the only asset against it 
was the Western and Atigntic railroad: 
therefore, the property should be Kg’ 
up and improved so as to remain a val- 
uable asset. He said the Felder resolu- 
tion was not calculated to solve the 
question. He declared that Mr. Felder 
had called up the resolution “‘with tears 
diting the members of the house against 
the bfil. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, delivered an elo- 
quent speech in favor of the measure, He 
told how, some years ago, he stood in 
the depot of the state road in Chatta- 
nooga and thought that the structure 
was a fine one. Recently he again vis- 

ed Chattanooga, but found the depot in 

dilapidated condition. He said he feared 
that, the same would prove true of the 
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the terminal property here was too valu- 
able to be permitted to go to ruin and 
said the bill under consideration was 
designed to save it. 

“What! destroy that property?” he 
cried. “Not if my vote can save it. 
Shall we adhere to a penny-wise policy 
and cripple the great heritage that has 
been handed down from our fathers? I 
think not!’’ 

Several times Mr. Wright was inter- 
rupted by applause, which came from 
every part of the house, and when he 
resumed his seat after an impassioned 
declaration in favor of the measure, the 
cheers were deafening. Mr. Gress, the 
author of the bill, who occupied a seat 
near that of Mr. Wright's, was beside 
himself with joy at the way in which Mr. 
Wright's eloquent plea had been received. 
Pleasure beamed from every line of his 
face, and he’ was cne of the first to of- 
fer congratulations to the gentleman from 
Floyd. 

Hall Would Protect State. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, followed Mr. Wright 
in opposition to the bill. He began by 
declaring he was not fighting Atlanta in 
opposing the measure, but sought to pro- 
tect the state. He said the minority 
who were fighting the bill had succeeded 
in laying bare the scheme to make an 
immense appropriation which would not 
benefit the state to any extent, but would 
benefit to the railroads. Mr. Hall asserted 
that the speakers who had preceded him 
had not dealt in facts. He said $350,- 
000 was all that would be necessary to 
build the depot and he could not under- 
stand why a bill should be introduced 
calling for the appropriation of half a mil- 
lion dollars.

Mr. Little’s Strong Speech. 


Mr. Freeman, of Troup, made a short 
speech in support of the measuré and 
then Mr. Little, of Muscogee, delivered a 
splendid argument in favor of the state's 
building a new passenger station. He said 
the question was purely a business prop- 
osition and he could not understand why 
any feeling should have injected in- 
to the discussion.

AMENDMENTS 


| Seven New Features for Geor- 


gia’s Constitution May 
Go to People. 


ALL PENSIONS TO BE PUT 
ON ‘AN INDIGENT BASIS 


Important Change in Local Bond 
Election Law—Senator Sulli- 
van’s Amendment to En- 
courage Industries Is 
Defeated. 


The senate yesterday passed by the 
requisite two-thirds majority seven of the 
proposed constitutional amendments, as 
follows: 

1. Putting all pensions on an indigent 
basis. 

2. Extending the jurisdiction of justices 
of the peace to trover cases under $100. 
3. Providing for a change of venue where 
there is danger of lynching. 

4. Making the term of office of all coun- 
ty officers four years. 

5. Requiring that the general appropria- 
tion bill be sent to the governor at least 
ten days before final adjournment of the 
general assembly. 

6. Repealing the sections which prohib- 
its banishment and whipping a punish- 
ment for crime. 

7. Providing that two-thirds of the 
voters voting shall decide a local bond 
election instead of two-thirds of the 
voters registered. 

The amendment by Senator Sullivan, of 
the eighteenth, authorizing the general 
assembly to exempt from taxation in its 
discretion new cotton mille and similar 
industrial enterprises came very 


necessary two-thirds. 
amendment and an effort will be made to 
reconsider it this morning. It is believed 
the amendment yet stands a good chance 
of passage. 

Section 2 was first up for consideration 
and was passed by a vote of 38 to 1. 

This amendment provides that all pen- 
Sions shall be on an indigent basis and 
it is estimated by those supporting it that 
it will save the state more than $100,000 
each year. ' 

Senator Bell stated in a few words the 
object of the amendment. He pointed out 
that it would eliminate from the pension 
bounty those who did not need it and give 
it to those who did. 

“It is done,” he said, ‘“‘because one of 
two alternatives stare the state of Geor- 
gia in the face: bankruptcy of the treas- 
ury or increased taxation.’’ 

The senator read figures from the pen- 
sion report showing the great need of 
such an amendment and the vote was 
then taken without further debate. Ag 
the necessary two-thirds vote was ob- 
tained the amendment was declared 
passed. 

Section 3 of the bill extends the juris- 
diction of justces of the peace to trover 
cases for the recovery of personalty 
‘where the amount does not exceed $100. 
This amendment was adopted without any 
discussion at all. 

Section 4 provides that the judges of the 
superior courts shall have fhe power to 
order a change of venue where they are 
satisfied a fair trial cannot be obtained 
or there is danger of mob violence to the 
prisoner.

Section 9 provided for biennial sessions 
of the general assembly.

Hundreds of the big countrymen, in 
fur overcoats and cowhide boots had the 
courtesies of the exchange and were all 
eagerly ‘“‘getting into the game.’’ When 
professional speculetors saw the farmer 
grasping opportunities they immediate- 
ly began to plunge. Added to this influ- 
ence was a fiood of general buying orders 
from the country until the outside inter- 
ests practically. controlled the markets. 
May wheat touched its record price for 
the crop shortly before noon, selling at 
S056 . Both December and May broke 
records of years standing, December sell- 
ing at 6 cents and May at 68%: It is 
rumored there is a corner in oats, but 
trade is so large on both sides of the 
market that the rumor is not substantiat- 
ed. May oats broke another record 
today at 46% cents. 

Although the trarsacticons on the board 
continued on a large scale throughout all 
the sesston, prices did not hold to their 
record marks at the close. It was ru- 
mored that the Moore Bros. had been 
buying large quantities of wheat for the 
past six weeks. George Phillips was 
reputed to have secured a large tine of 
long corn and James Patten, mayor of 
Evanston, was supposed to have control 
of oats. At the high prices enormous 
amounts of grain came out in all pits 
supposedly from these operaturs. Prices 
rapidly sagged aS a consequence, and 
though the markets were yet firm, the big 
advances for the day were in many cases 
lost. 

New Record Prices in New York. 

New York, December 5.—Under the im- 
petus of a fresh whirl of outside buying 
orders that tnade both the wheat and 
ecrn rina as a scene of great excitement 
today, new record prices were estab- 
lished. Wheat sold at 855g for May, %c 
higher than it was last August, while 
corn passed any point since 1892. For a 
time the buying orders seemed unlimited, 
and the markets continued in a bull up- 
roar until midday, when a lull in demand 
gave holders a desire to take profits, 
causing general reactions. In wheat the 
selling eventually destroyed the day’s 
edvance, but corn withstood all pressure 
and left off at 1@1% above the previous 
night. The markets are still dominated 
by outside operations.

TO PUT DUTY ON IMXIGRANTS. 


Penrose Wants $3 Per Head Levied 
on Forefgners. 
Washington, December 5.—Senator Pen- 
rese today introduced in the senate a 
bill for the regulation of immigration 
prepared by himself and the commis- 
sioner general of immigration. which 
looks to a general revision of the laws 
upon tiis question. The measure pro- 
vides for a duty of $3 per head on all 
rersons coming into the United States 
irom foreign countries except those who 
are citizens of this country or of Canada 

or Mexico. 

The bill excludes all idiots, paupers and 
persons liable “o become a public charge, 
and those- affilcted with loathsome or 
contagious diseases. It prohibits assist- 
ance in the matter of passage, and pro- 
vides heavy penalties for the importation 
of wcmen for :mmoral purposes.

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Annual Convention of American 
Federation of Labor, 


Delegates Present Represent More 
Than 1,500,000 Workmen. 
Richmond Negro Question 
Settled—Report Made. 
on Strikes. 


Scranton, Pa., December 5.—Two hun- 
dred and eighty-five delegates, repre- 
senting more than a million and a half 
workmen, responded to the roll call at 
the opening session of the twenty-first 
annual convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, which was called to 
order by President Gompers this morn- 
ing. The convention is said to be the 
largest of workmen ever held in this 
country. 

When the names of the delegates 
representing the United Mine Workers 
of America were reached in the roll cail 
a stir was caused by C. L. Shamp, of 
Chicago, international seeretary-jreas- 
urer of the Brotherhood of Stationary 
Firemen, objected to their being seated. 
He maintained that the mine workers 
were not entitled to representation in the 
convention, because the per capita tax 


of $4,000 had not been paid to the federa- 
Mine 


tion. President Mitchell, of the 
Workers, replied that his organization 
was not asking for special privileges. 


Several thousand of its members were on 
strike almost continually for the past 
two years, and he said he had asked the 
executive board to remit the levy, be- 
cause the miners had paid an assess- 
ment of $5,000 tor the aid of the machin- 
ists. He said if the convention decided 
that his organization was in arrears, he 
would immediately draw a check for the 
amount due. By an almost unanimous 
vote the coal miners’ representatives 
were seated. 
Negr> Question Before Convention. 
The negro question came before the 
convention in the shape of a report from 
the committee on credentials. William 
E. Seal was elected by the Central Labor 
Union of Richmond to represent it at 
the convention. It appears that the 
Richmecnd Central body refused to admit 
to membership negro workmen belonging 
to colored tobacco workers’ unions in 
Richmond. Henry Fischer, president of 
the National Tobacco Workers’ Union, 
was instructed by two local colored 
unions of Richmond to oppose the seat- 
ing of Seal on the ground that the or- 
ganization he represented drew the color 
line. The commtttee recommended that 
Seal be seated, and also recommended 
that the executive board of the American 
Federation of Labor be instructed to 
form a separate negro Central union in 
Richmond. ‘The recommendations were 
accepted by the convention, 


The reading of the -annual report of 
President Gompers consumed three 
hours. Secretary Morrison’s report and 


that of Treasurer John B. Lennon were 
also read. ‘They were referred to com- 
mittees, and at 6 p. m. the convention 
adjourned until 9 o’clocK tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Gompers’ report showed a net in- 
crease of 311 local unions for the year 
and a gain of 364,410 members. From 
national and international unions and 
the federation direct there were issued 
4,056 charters for newly formed unions, 
and charters surrendered or unions dis- 
banded numbered 1,150. Un October 3f 
last there were affiliated with the feder- 
ation: 

National and international unions, §7; 
city central labor unions, 327; state fed- 
erations of labor, 20; local trade uniags, 
having no ngtional or international, 700, 
and federal labor unions, 399. 

Outcome of Strikes. 

There were four strikes of a general 
character during the year. The report 
says the river and dock workers of San 
Francisco was a distinct victory. 

The purpose for which .the strike. of 
the Amalgamated Association of Steel 
and Iron Workers was inaugurated was 
not achieved. 

Officers of the International Association 
of Machinists report that their strike 
very largely succeeded in establishing the 
nine-hour rule in that trade. They claim 
the settlements reached have given 60,000 
machinists a shorter work day, 15,000 
others dre affected by compromises 
reached and 75,000 machinists will receive 
an average of 2% cents a day increase in 
wages. The report notes a growing 
tendency to agreements in industry. To 
create a defense fund, it recommends 
changing the federation’s constitution so 
as to admit of a larger assessment and 
the levy by the executive council early 
in the year of a portion of the assess- 
ment provided so that a fund may be 
at its disposition at any time in the in- 
terests of any of the affiilated organiza- 
tions engaged in a.protracted struggle 
which they could not singly support. 

Mr. Gompers says he has arranged an 
active campaign for the réénactment of 
the Chinese exctusion act, 

Treasurer Lennon’s report showed an 
increase of $126,522; expenses, $113,708 ; 
total funds at hand, $8,814. 

Secretary Morrison’s report shows the 
tctal number of strikes of all kinds re- 
ported aggregated 1,066, in which 153,505 
members were benefited and 12,707 were 
not benefited. Their total cost was $548, - 


Of the convention of textile workers 
held in Washington lately President 
Gompers says unity has been accom- 
plished, “‘but gratification is tinged with 
regret that the organization did not deem 
it wise to provide for raising sufficient 
funds for the successful propagation of 
organization or the full performance of 
the duties and functions involved. The 
hope for the future is that at an early 
date experience will count for something 
with the new national union instituted 
under the title of the United Textile 
Workers of America, and that by proper 
and better financial provision the organi- 
zation may be perfected and the trade 
thoroughly organized.” 

Mr. Gompers says the textile opera- 
tives’ strike at Danville, Va., would have 
been successful if proper provision had 
been made in advance for the necessities 
of life of the contestants, but the textile 
organization was unable to render as- 
sistance. Mr. Gompers urges upon the 
textile workers a higher scale of dues. 

Child Labor in South. 


President Gompers describes efforts to 
secure the passage of clfild labor laws in 
southern states. Efforts to this end were 
successful only in ‘Tennessee and have 
been renewed with vigor in other states. 
In Alabama it is hoped that the child la- 
bor bill will be enaeted into law.

“An organization existing in the United 
States, presuming to speak or act as a 
representative of the workers, has no 
right to attempt to deprive wage earn- 
ers from earning their livelihood at their 
respective crafts or vocations, particu- 
larly by denying to these workers the 
right to affiliate with the American labor 
movement. As a matter of fact, if the 
organization itself, the Resistencia, were 


-bona fide as a working class trade union, 


it would conform itself to the American 
trade union principles and be part of the 
international organization of the trade, 
and in full affiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor. The situation in 
Tampa is mending itself and making for 
the advantage of all.”’ 

President Gompers suggests that au- 
thority be given the federation to par- 
tfcipate in the congress for the establish- 
ment of international peace to be held at 
Charleston, 8. C., in connection with the 


exposition. 


MILLIONS FOR NAVAL YARDS. 
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Admiral Endicott Asks Congress To 
Appropriate $21,526,359. 
Washington, December 5.—The rapid 
growth of the navy is the plea set up 
by Rear Admiral Endicott, chief of the 
bureau of yards and docks, to justify 
the submission of estimates for the main- 
tenance of the navy yards and stations 
and*improvements aggregating $21,526,259. 
He admits that these estimates are 
much beyond the limit supposed proba- 
ble when the current appropriations were 
made, but states that all the works 

named are cohsidered necessary. 

The estimates for the various yards 
are as follows: 

Portsmouth, N. H., $1,947,575 (this in- 
cludes $500,000 for a new floating dry 
dock): Boston, $1,570,000; naval coal depot, 
Rhode Island. $200,000; naval station, 
New London, $51,000; New York, $3,475,000; 
League Island, $741,300; Washington, 
$622,000: Norfolk, $1,511,000; Charleston, 
$1,060,000; Key West, $93,000; Pensacola, 
$995,800; Algiers, La., $359,000; Mare Island, 
$888,700; Puget Sound, $1,169,500; San Juan, 
$2,613,000; Tutuila, $108,000; Cavite, $381,- 
000; Olongapo, $1,443,000; Guam, $12,300. 

In addition to these ftems the report 
asks an appropriation of $1,060,000 to com- 
plete the four dry docks at Ports- 
mouth, Boston, League Island and Mare 
Island. 

An engineering feature of the report 
is a recommendation that all of the 
power plants in w@ navy yards be con- 
centrated. |

After it had been declared bankrupt they 
applied to the United States court for 
an order the take 
possession of the property. 

The state court receiver declined to sur- 
render, and a rule nisi was issued against 
him in the bankrupt court. 

The plaintiffs and receiver in the state 
court, represented by Messrs. Bacon, Mil- 
ler & Brunson an Dessau, Harris & 
Harris, contended that court 
receiver, having first obtained possession, 
the bankrupt court, under the spirit of | 
comity, could not interfere with it. 

The petitioners in the bankrupt court, 
represented by John L. Smith, contended 
that the principle of comity only applies 
between courts of concurrent jurisdic. | 
tion and the bankrupt court, under the | 
constitution and laws of the United 
States, has exclusive jurisdiction to aq | 
minister the assets of insolvents whod 
have been adjudged bankrupt. 

Judge Speer, in an exhaustive opinion, 
decided that while generally one court 
ghould not interfere with property under } 
the control of another, the bankrupt court 
is bound, on account of the exclusive duty 
imposed upon it by the national consti- 
tution and law, to administer bankrupt 
assets, and that officers of other courts | 
should surrender them for that purpose.

HE FIRED IN SELF DEFENSE. 
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Officer Felled Three Times Before He 
Shoots Sailor. 

Savannah, Ga., December 5.—(Special.? 
Fred Oleson, a Norwegian sallor employ; 
ed aboard the fruit steamer Iberia, now 
here, is lying at the St. Joseph infirmary 
in a dying condition from a pistol wound 
inflicted early this morning by Police- 
man R. F. Dooley. 

The investigation in police court this 
morning showed the officer to have act- 
ed entirely in self-defense. He found 
Oleson and First Officer Michaelson, of 
the Iberia, in the early morning hours, 
both ‘very drunk and rowdy.

Oleson wes taken to the police bar- 
racks in the ambulance and physicians 
Summoned to attend him. Later Michael- 
son appeared, very much intoxicated. A 
hat brought in with the police ambulance 
Wag placed under ar- 
rest. A revolver was found on him, 
which he carried, he said, because he 
knew his own men would attack him on 
shore if they thought he was unarmed. 
He was fined $25 and turned over to the 
city court tor carrying concealed 
weapons. 

An operation was pertermed on Oleson 
at the hospital, but the physicians were 
unable to locate the bullet. Policeman 
Dooley is held at the barracks awaiting 
the result of Oleson’s wound.

SECOND DAY OF CONFERENCE. 


South Georgia Methodists Discuss 
‘ Many Important Matters. 


EIGHT MINISTERS ADMITTED 


Basis of Assessment for All Confer- 
ence Collections, Except Minis- 
try, Is Adopted. 


Macon, Ga., December 56.—(Special.)— 
The South Georgia conference convened 
at Mulberry Street Methodist church this 
morning at 9 o'clock for the work of the 
second day’s session. 

Rev. R. L, Atkisson, pastor of McTyre 
Memorial Methodist church, of Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Rey. B. A. Pendleton, pastor 
of the First rPesbyterian church of this 
city, and Rev. George Loehr, of the China 
Methodist conference, were in- 
troduced, each making a short address. 

At the session of the annual conference 
last year a committee was appointed to 
adopt a basis of assessment for all con- 
ference collections except the ministry. 
This committee reported by resolution to- 
day that the salary of the pastor be made 
the basis for all assessments. These as- 
sessments include home and foreign mis- 
sions, conference claims, education, 
church extension and the bishops’ fund. 
The resolution setting out this basis of 
assessnpent created some excitement and 
a lively debate followed, which resulted 
in the adoption of the following amend- 
ment ‘to the original resolution: 

“Resolved, That the respective boards 
of the conference be requested to dis- 
tribute the assessments for the claims 
under their charge, approximately on the 
basis of the amount paid for ministerial 
service in the respective districts of the 
conference.”’ 

In the report of the special committee 
some very important facts were brought 
out, the most prominent being the in- 
crease shown in the membership and 
financial condition of the conference. The 
report showed that the first session of the 
South Georgia conference was held in Sa- 
vannah in 1867,’ with Bishop Pierce pre- 
siding. The total membership at that 
time was 19,625, and the collections for 
all purposes amounting to only $651,785, 
this being about $2,638 per capita. The fig- 
ures for the session held at Cuthbert last 
year showed a total membership of 63,188 
and total collections for all purposes 
amounting to $288,801, or $4.64 per capite. 

A class of eight young ministers was 
admitted by the presiding bishop into the 
full connection of the conference. These 
were J. B. Gaine, V. P. Scoville, T..C. 
Gardener, E. E. Gardener, W. L. Wright. 
J. R. Jordan, Hampton Stephens and H. 
B. Bardwell. Rey. O. C. Tignor, formerly 
a member of this class, was dismissed at 
his own request. The eight first named 
gentlemen were elected to the order of 
déacons. 

The following transfers from other con- 
ferences were announced: Dr. Walker 
Lewis, from the North Georgia confer- 
ence; W. C. Davis, from tre North Geor- 
gia conference, and W. K. Dennis, from 
the Kentucky conference. 

The most important action taken by the 
conference today was the election of 
delegates to the general conference which 
assembles in Dallas, Tex., in May next 
year. The following lay delegates to the 
general conference were elected: S. B. 
Adams, Isaac Hardeman, J. L. Day, M. 
C. Austin and O. M. Smith. 

The following clerical delegates were 
elected: W. C. Lovett, C. E. Dowman, J. 
B. McGehee and A. M. Witiams. 

Dr. W..R. Lambuth, missionary secre- 
tary of the Southern Methodist church, 
was introduced to the conference and he 
delivered an address on ‘‘Foreign Mis- 
sions.”’ . 

At 1 o’é¢lock the conference adjourned 
for the day and in a-body the members 
visited Wesleyan Female college for the 
annual tour of inspection. The business 
of the college was found in good shape. 

The conference will be called to order 
again tomorrow morning at 9,o’clock and 
after the session tomorrow the members 
of the conference will visit the Methodist 
Orphans’ home, in Vineville, where a bar- 
becue will be served. 


ONE MAN KILLED IN WRECK. 


Serious Collision Occurs on Southern 
e Railway in Alabama. 

Decatur, Ala., December 5.—(Special.)— 
A serious collision occurred on the South- 
ern railway this afternoon at Dry Creech 
bridge, near the sity limits, between east- 
bound through freight No. 52 and a switch 
engine. Both engines were badly wreck- 
ed. 

Engineer Reed Partlowe, of the switch 
engine, received shight internal injuries 
and a broken arm. Jim Webb, the col- 
ored fireman on the switch engine, had 
his left lez badly bruised. S. H. Cooper, 
engineer on the through freight, was 
caught between the engine and the ten- 
der and his left leg was ground off near 
the knee. He died at 7:30 tonight. Ike 
Almstead, fireman on the through freight, 
was seriously hurt about the head and 
was injured internally. 

The switch engine was moving slowly 
eastward when the throu§h freight from 
the west rounded the curve and struck 
the tender of the switch engine. At the 
time of the accident a heavy snow was 
falling and the afternoon was very dark. 
Engineer Cooper said he did not See the 
switch engine until it was too late to 
jump or bring his engine to a stop.

Mr. Par- 
rish has failed to file the bond as re- 
quired, and it is probable that in order 
to avoid delay. in making the greatly 
needed enlargements to the state house, 
the contract will now be awarded by 
the commission to the next lowest bid- 
der—the Gilmore & Davis Company, of 


this city.

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ON TANK BILL 


Bibb Candidate for Governor 
Opposes Wright Dispen- 
sary Measure. 


BALLOTS WERE- CAST 
OUT OF ANTAGONISM 


Says He Hopes the Bill Will Awaken 
the Public Conscience and Re- 
sult in a Sweeping Vic- 
tory for Prohibition in 
the Primary. 


Macon, Ga., December 5.—(Special.)— 
Hen. Dupont Guerry, of this city, who ‘s 
a candidate for the democratic nomina- 
tion for governor, and who is one of 
the strongest prohibitionists in the state, 
was seen this afternoon and asked for an 
interview regarding the Wright dispen- 
sary bill, which Mr. Guerry has been 
quoted as approving and condemning 
during the past few days. In speaking 
of the measure Mr. Guerry said: 

“The dispensary bill seems to have 
been voted for frcem a number of diffter- 
ent and antagonistic motives. 

“As I understand, Mr. Wright intro- 
duced and voted for it because he believed 
dispensaries better per se than sales by 
private citizens for profit, and that their 
establishment would be a !ong stride to- 
ward ultimate and better prohibition. 

‘Te also seems to have had in view the 
defeat of local bills establishing dispensa- 
ries in numerous counties without allow- 
ing the peoples of such ccunties to say 
whether they desired dispensaries or not. 
Other pronibiticnists doubtless voted for 
the bill from the same considerations. 

“Some prohibitionists who are opposed 
to dispensaries probably voted for the 
bill in order to have a general law on 
this subject, simply as a means of dc- 
fcating local dispensary bills that could 
not otherwise be defeated, because of 
the rule that it seems cannot be resisted, 
that members have the right to control 
tor their own counties absolutely on ali 
county questions. 

“Other prohibitionists or gentlemen 
who desire to promcte temperance voted 
for the bill, not to defeat local dispen- 
sary bills, but to provide means for es- 
tablishing dispensaries throughout the 
state, as the permanent solution of the 
liquor question, believing that all the 
dry counties first, and ultimately all the 
wet coufties, would under such law have 
and keep Jispensaries indefinitely. 

“There were also different classes of 
antis who voted for the Dill. 

“First, those who desire that tlhe man- 
ufacturers and dealers in the large city 
counties shall continue the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants at wholesale and 
retail therein, and furnish all the dis- 
rensaries in the other counties, and thus 
huild up a certain, permanent and much 
less expensive business (especially in the 
matter of advertising) and an invincible 
political organization. 

“Second, those who think that a resort 
to dispensaries will soon result in a re- 
turn all over the sfate to the license sys- 
{em. 

“Third, those who, without regarding 
so much ultimete results, desire to sub- 
stitute dispensaries in dry counties for 
the jug and blind tiger trade that is 
being carried on in those counties in the 
ferm of an extensive and expensive re- 
tail business. 

‘Fourth, those who think the bill would 
be a means of breaking down the pend- 
irg prohibition campaign. 

The Antagonistic Elements. 

“Tt is but natural that we now have an- 
tagonistic elements urging the governor 
to veto the bill. First, that pure, noble 
and most uncalculating prohibition ele- 
ment, the W. C. T. U.’s, because opposed 
to all sales. Second, our uncompromising 
prohibition Christian ministers, likewise 
opposed to all sales. Third, those who 
are now interested in the retail business, 
and who desir® the retall business to be 
cnlarged and who can see contraction ana 
uitimate annihilation only in Mr. 
Wright's bill. 

“Speaking for myself, I am opposed to 
dispensaries ona principle, and _ believe 
they will be httle werse in the end, ff 
any, than the license system. I favored 
the bill as a means cf defeating pending 
threatened local dispensary bills, and not 
otherwise; in other words, as a means of 
cefeating dispensaries instead of estab- 
lishing them, by g.ving the people a 
right to vote them down, a right they 
were not to enjoy under the local bills. 

“I must confess now that while I would 
greatly deplore the defeat of prohibition 
in anv dry county under this general Dill, 
I would not object to seeing Kilkenny cat 
fights in all the wet counties between the 
dispensarists on the cone side and the 
brewers, distillers, wholesalers and wfre- 
tallers on the cther. And we will prob- 
ably have some such fights sooner or 
later if the governor approves the bill. 

“Prohibitionists who regard Mr. 
Wright's bill as the great cause of this 
dispensary trouble are in error. This 
measure is largely a result of unsatisfac- 
tery eonditions. I do not pretend to 
prophesy, but I said several months ago 
that prehibition must go forward or back- 
ward. It has started backward, I fear, 
not so much in this bill as in the grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of dispensaries 
in’ different secilons of the state, which 
sentiment, under this bill, if signed, can 
be checked and defeated by the people 
at the polls. 

“My hope is that general agitation, 
which will be ir part precipitated by this 
bill, also will result in an awakening of 
the public conscience on the great su»- 
ject of prohibition, and in a sweeping 
victory for prohibition in our primary.”

Knoxville, Tenn., December 5.—A spe- 
cial to The Journal and Tribune from 
Tazewell, Tenn., says a suit of ejectment 
was filed there today involving the pos- 
session of coal lands worth $100,000. F. 
A. Hull, T. Cairns and J. R. Simpson 
seek to eject the American Association, 
incorporated, from possession of 2,500 
acres of land located 6 miles west of 
Middleboro, Ky. Claimants hold that 
they bought the land from the heirs of 
the grantees and have a clear title. De- 
fendants bought the land from a person 
who claimed possession under another 
grant.

Birmingham, Ala., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Henry Lacy, 4 Marion county ne- 


gro, was jailed here today after a nare | 


row escape trom the vengeance of a 
mob near BriNiant. 

Lacy, it appears, made a very coward- 
ly assault yesterday on Rufus Bullison, 
a white farmer of Marion county, stab- 
bing him several times in the face, neck 
and chest. After the assault, the negro 
retreated into hig house near by, and 
anticipating an attempt to lynch him, 
barred his doors, cocked his shotgun and 


waited. 

Shortly afterwards a mob of {fifty men 
gathered about the house intent upon 
hanging the negro, but he was so well 
fortified and armed that the mob- hezgl- 
tated. Presently they decided to attack 
the hovee, but just at this juncture the 
sheriff, with a good-sized posse, appear- 
ed and the regro surrendered to him. 

As he was being carried to the office of 
a justice of the peace aear by, the mob- 
bers planned to take him from the offi- 
cers, but were deterred by Mr. Aldrich. 
of the Aldrich Mining Company, who 
pleaded with them to do nothing rash. 
The justice quickly committed the ne- 
gro to the jail In this county, and under 
a heavy guard he was rushed across the 
county to Hamilton, the county site, ana 
placed in jail there to await the train for 
Birmirgham. 

While in jail at Hamilton” Lacy states 
that Bullison appeared at the jail and 
sought admission. The jailer. did not 
know him, «nd-he was at the jail door, 
revolver in hand, when some one caught 
him and took the weapor from him. 

“His intention was to kill me,’’ said the 
negro, ‘“‘and 1 thought 1] was gone.” 

After a short delay, the negro was 
again placed in a carriage and taken to 
Guin, where he was put on a train and 
brought to this city. 


WOULDN’T LEND TANK MONEY. 


License Paid by Dispensary, How- 
ever, May Be Reduced. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., December 5.—(Special.) 
At the meeting of the county commis- 
sioners yesterday W. N. Lunceford was 
reelected superintendent of the county 
farm at a salary of $300 per year. The su- 
perintendent is to provide for himself 
and family all such things as are not 
raised on the farm. Mr. Lunceford has

PIEND'S VICTIM 
AN AGED. WOMAN 


Mrs. R. J. Rowland, of| Macon, Is 
Brutally Murdered. 


FATAL BLOW DEALT WITH AX 


The Torn Condition of the Ground 
Showed She Made a Heroic 
Struggle for Life—Perpe- 
trator Will Be Lynched 
if Caught. 


Macon, Ga., December 5.—(Special.j— 
Mrs. R. J. Rowland, an aged and highly 
respected lady of South Macon, wh, 
with her husband and son, reside on the 
jenkins place, was found lying in the 
yard, just to one side of her house, at 9 
o’clock this morning in an unconscious 
and dying condition. There was 4a §2p- 
ing wound in the back of the head, caused 
by a blow with the butt end of an ax. 
The weapon used was lying alongside of 
the body of the unfertunate woman and 
the ground in the immediate vicinity was 
torn and otherwise disturbed, showing 
that there had been a struggle between 
the victim and her assailant. 

As soon as possible after the discovery 
a physician was notified and hastened to 
the house. As soon as he saw the wound 


he pronounced it fatal. 

The first known of the tragedy was 
shortly after 9 o’clock this morning, when 
Jack Walker, an aged negro who drives 
cows, was walking down the public road 
and saw the body of Mrs. Rowland lying 
in the yard. Walker hastened to the 
South Macon cemetery, where several 
other négro men were at work, and gave 
the alarm. They sent word to High- 
tower’s store and in a few minutes the 
place was crowded with residents of the 
neighborhood. Lying on her side, biood 
cozing from the jagged wound in her 
head, and gasping for breath, was the 
wcman who but a short time before had 
been up and prepared a breakfast for 
her husband and son. 

That Mrs. Rowland had fought hard 
and long was plainly shown by the mafiy 
marks on the ground around where the 
body was found. Three separate and 
distinct places in the yard surrounding 
the house showed where struggles had 
taken place. The theory advanced was 
that Mrs. Rowland had gone to the woods 
a short distance from the house for the 
purpose of gathering. wood with which 
to prepare the noon meal. It was while 
here that she was first approached by 
her assailant and probably struck in the 
eye with his fist, the right one being ter- 
ribly disfigured and black and blue. 

The evidence of the last struggle was 
directly against the side of the house, 
near a clay chimney that is built on the 
outside. Here it was that the assailant 
did the deadly work with the ax. 

After this was done the man went Into 
the house, turned everything upside down 
in a vain search for money or other 
valuables and then disappeared through 
the rear over a fence and on intd a 
swamp, where all trace of him was lost. 

Sheriff Westcott was notified of the 
crime, and he, together with several d=2p- 
utiles, went to the place immediately. 
The ground wes gene over thoroughly, 
but only the footprints of the man couid 
be seen. No cne could be found who 
had witnessed the assault or who had 
seen any strange p:.rsons in the vicinity 
during the morning. The nearest house 
to that occupied by the Rowlands is 50 
yards away anc no one there saw anv- 
thing of the affair. A neero plowing in 
an adjoining field, about 900 yards away, 
neither saw nor heard anyPhing unusual 
‘The house in which the Rowlands re- 
side is a one-r20m Icg cabin. The father 
and son were emplcoyed at Baysmore’s 
farm. 

Mrs. Rowland was 58 years old. Her 
husband is her senicr and the son is 
about 20 years old. Another son and a 
married daughter reside in Augusta. The 
family had been here but a short time, 
and came from Sandy Bottom. They are 
highly respected people, honest and harda- 
working, and the entire community Is 
aroused at the outrage. 

The county authorities will not rest or 
leave a stone unturned in their efforts to 
capture the person who is guilty of so 
castardly a crime. Should he be arrest- 
ed it is highly probable that there will 
be a quick convening of Judge Lynch's 
court and a speedy trial, that can have 
but one possibie end, be had. 

Mrs. Rowland died this afternoon after 
recta untold agonies for  sevoral 
hours. he never regained consciousness 
after the assault, although she received 
the most skillcd medical treatment.

-Similar results have obtained in Bir- 
mingham, England. where the tracks 
likewise belong to the city and are op- 
erated under leases. The companics 
leasing the tracks pay a rental equal 
to 4 per cent of the municipal inveast- 
ment for the first fourteen vears and 
5 per cent for the remaining seven 
vears. As in Glasgow, the companies 
are bound to provide a sinking fund 
sufficient to extinguish the whole cap- 
ital outlay the city oy the time the 
lease expire. 

In Montreal the street railways are 
operated under franchises’ grante-1 
December 21. 1892, providing for the 
payment of. 4 per cent to the city on 
fross receipts up to $1,000,000. 6 pe- 
cent on the excess above $1,000,009. 
and & per cent on the excess abov” 
$1.500.000. Under the above provi- 
sions the company paid to the citv on 
fross receipts in 1897 over $52,000, 
The company also pays for clearing 
the tracks of snow. 

Toronto also owns her own railway 
lines. Up to date the system has cost 
her $1,000,000. The company operat: 
ing the system pavs a tax of $800 pes 
mile on track and & per cent of the 
fross receipts up to $1,900,000. and 
higher rates of taxation above $1,000 - 
H00. Special rates are given to work- 
ing men and school children at cer- 
tain hours. 

In Cincinnati the railwav system is 
anerated under a lease which runs for 
fiftv vears. but the conditions involved 
are subject to revision at the end of 
twenty vears. and every fifteen vears 
thereafter. For the first twenty vears 
lease calls for 5 per cent of the 
earnings of the system and a 
special license of $1.100 annually for 
a single viaduct, besides $4 per vear 
for each lineal foot, inside measure- 
ment, of everv car to he operated. the 
company being required to make 
monthly reports of extra cars. In 1897 
the vear after the present franchise 
was granted, the taxes paid by the op- 
eratine companv to the city amounted 
to $135.000, and of this sum $22,000 
was for car license fees. 

Many other American cities derive 
handsome revenues from the judicious 
erantine of franchises. such as Cleve- 
land. Indianapolis. Providence. Si 
TLonis, Baltimore, Riehmond and Ruf- 
falo. In 1897 Baltimore received

chises. Properly regulated. there is 
no source of municinal revenue which 
can be made productive of better 
financial results. 
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The Passing of Croker. 

Richard Croker announces that he 
is going to England in January or 
February and in future the public will 
not see much more of his leadership 
of Tammany. 

This is not the first time the public 
has heard that sort of talk. Mr. 
Croker has been in England -befor2 
and in his absence others have fig- 
ured on stepping into his shoes, but 
no sooner does Mr. Croker again set 
foot on American soil than it is “rats, 
to your holes,” with all the reorgan 
izers. No political leader was ever 
such a complete master as Croker is 
in Tammany, but he says he is “get- 
ting old and worn out and can’t be a 
field horse for everybody any longer.” 
He says a younger man should take 
the responsibility and do the work. 
and that Tammany’s leader should re- 
main in New York all the year round. 

When Croker was asked if John F. 
Carroll would succeed to the active 
leadership in his absence he gave an 
evasive answer. 

All the signs point to the reorgani- 
zation of the New York democracy 
and The World says that Edward M. 
Shepard will be the state leader, dis- 
placing David B. Hill, and that there 
is an alliance to that end between 
Tammany, the King’s county demo- 
crats and the up-state democrats, and 
that John B. Stanchfield, of Elmira, is 
the probable candidate for governor: 

In spite of denials, it is not unlikely 
that Mr. Shepard will take a hand in 
this movement. He is young and am- 
bitious and stands for certain views 
which a strong element of the New 
York democracy would like to sec 
kept to the front. It is said that he is 
the author of resolutions of the 
New York congressman on that line 
presented to the democratic. caucus 
Saturday night. 

Mr. Shepard's defeat in his candi- 
dacy for the mavoralty of New York 
will not necessarily hurt him in this 
proposed movement, as he will escape 
the antagonism that the successful 
candidate for mayor of that city is al- 
ways sure to arouse. If Croker abdi- 
cates and Hill consents to stay in the 
background, or to cooperate, the Shep- 
ard movement may cut a considerable 
figure in national politics. not that 
there i¢ so much force in Mr. Shepard 
—though he is a clean man of recog: 
nized ability—but because such a 
movement. expressing New York’s 
honest eonvictions on national ques- 
tions. would make it more nearly pos- 
sible for the democrats to carry the 
state in the next presidential elec- 


tion. 


Will Wellington Resign? 

The Washington correspondent of 
The Baltimore Herald says Senator 
Wellington, of Maryland, whose un- 
teeling remarks when McKinley was 
shot disgusted the whole, country, will 
probably resig before Christmas. 
Such a thing is highly improbable, 
though, of course, it is possible. Sen- 
ator Wellington has made some de- 
nials or explanations of the alleged ut- 
terance and it is much more likely he 
will fight it out than resign under the 
fire of criticism.

Sorry Outlook for Reciprocity. 
(From The Chicago Record-Herald.) 
Reciprocity had a small chance for 

success with the present congress before 
the president's message was published, 
and it is worse off now than ever. The 
president says that the principle must 
command our hearty support, he com- 
mends the movement to secure an ex- 
pansion of our fore'gn markets, but he 
makes no specitic recommendation. He 
merely suggests that ‘“‘we can utilize ex- 
isting duties in any case where they are 
no longer needed for the purpose of pro- 
tection or in any case where the article 
is not produced here and the duty is no 
longer necessary for revenue, as giving 
us something to offer in exchange for 
what we ask,” and then concludes by 
Saying: 

“I ask the attention of the senate to 
the reciprocity treaties laid before it by 
my predecessor.’’ 

These treaties are supposed to have 
been negotiated with the best procurable 
diplomatic skill, but they have been 
shelved till the dry rot of age is upon 
them and every day of their increasing 
decrepitude has been utilized in extend- 
ing and strengthening the forces of an 
aggressive opposition.

Fell Short of McKinley’s Purpose. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

In view of the strong argument for 
reciprocity made by Mr. McKinley in his 
last speech, and President Roosevelt's 
declared intention to follow the policy 
of his lamented predecessor, it would be 
supposed that this subject would occupy 
a prominent place in the message. As 
a matter of fact,/of the thirty thousand 
words in the document only six hundred 
are devoted to reciprocity. 

Mr. McKinley declared that the period 
of exclusiveness is past, that reciprocity 
is the natural outgrowth of our wonder- 
ful industrial development, and that a 
system which provides a mutual ex- 
change of commodities is manifestly es- 
sential to the continued and heaithful 
growth of our export trade. Mr. Roose- 
velt, on the other hand, asserts that the 
prime duty is the maintenance of the 
protective ‘tariff and that “reciprocity 
must be treated as the handmaiden of 
protection.’ The reciprocity treaties ne- 
gotiated with such great expenditure of 
time and labor, and which Mr, McKinley 
had so strongly urged the senate to 
ratify—Mr. Roosevelt disposes of in three 
lines. 


Didn’t Make a Hit with Watterson. 
(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 
He is not happy in his treatment of the 
tariff question. The business interests 
should not be disturbed at this time, he 
insists, by any general tariff changes. 
He favors reciprocity, so he says, but 
his definition of reciprocity is that it is 
the ‘“‘handmaid of protection,’ and the 
reciprocity wh:ch he seems to have 
in view is that by which we may get 
something for nothing—if there is any 
such reciprocity. He asks the attention 
of the senate to the reciprocity treaties 
negotiated under President McKinley, 
without himself expressing any opinion 
of them. 


Not Much Promise 6f Action. 
(From The New York World.) 


Concerning the tariff he says: “Nothing 
eculd be more unwise than to disturb the 
business interests of the country by any 
general tariff change at this time.’’ Yet 
he holds it to be “not only possible but 
eminently desirable to combine with the 
stability of our economic system a sup- 
plementary system of reciprocal benefit 
and obligation with other nations.’’ The 
key to his policy on this subject is given 
in the saying that ‘Reciprocity must be 
treated as the handmaiden of protection.” 
In fact, his utterance on this question is 
much more strongly protectionist than 
was the last speech of Mr. McKinley. His 
curt, three-line reference to the reciproc- 
ity tréaties “‘laid before the senate by 
my predecessor’’ does not hold much 
promise for action.

To the Tender Mercies of Congress.

Reciprocity, the third great subject of 
the message, is treated with equal con- 
servatism. The president leaves what 
he aptly calls ‘‘the handmaiden of protec- 
tion” to the tender mercies of congress. 


“The Handmaiden” of Protection. 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

President Roosevelt is loyal to the prin- 
c: ple of protection. Duties, he says, must 
never be reduced below the point that will 
cover the difference between the labor 
ecst here and abroad. But without de- 
parting from this principle and without 
sweeping revisions of the tariff, which 
are “‘apt to produce conditions closely 
approaching panic in the business world.”’ 
he deems it not only possible, but emi- 
nently desirable, to unite reciprocity with 
protection. 

The president intimates that there are 
individual cases where this can be done. 
Judging from the statements made from 
t:me to time by some prominent repub- 
hcan congressmen, no such case may be 
found by congress, though many are ap- 
parent to the public. It is to be feared 
that what the president has said on the 
subject of securing through Yeciprocity 
fcreign markets. for the growing sur- 
rluses of American products-will fall on 
deaf ears.

Through the 
Atlantic and the Mediterranean, through 
the Red sea. the Suez canal, the Arabian 
sea, the Indian ocean, the great Malacca 
strait, and across the China sea. we had 
gone without seeing the United States 
flag at the masthead of any passing ves- 
sel. There had been everything else. The 
British union jack had been flaunting 
itself in our faces at every lap of our 
journey; the German flag had graced sev- 
eral big troop ships bringing back Von 
Waldersee’s men from Pekin and in a 
number of the ports we had found Ger- 
man merchant marine; we had seen the 
Russian flag, the flag of Belgium, that ot 
Italy; the flag of little Holland is not ab- 
sent from these waters of the Far East; 
even, the star and crescent of Turkey and 
the blood red flag of the sultan of Mo- 
rocco, the dragon flag of China and the 
blood red sun of Japan—and yet not 
once the Stars and Stripes. The neurest, 
we came to it was when we passed the 
gallant little gunbcat Marietta in the 
Suez canal, but that was at night and, of 
course, her fleg was down. 


We had begun to be pretty hungry for 
something American as we approached 
the end of our two months’ journey out 
from New York and I tell you it made us 
feel pretty good when we saw the flag 
flying over the great hospital on Cor- 
regidor island. As we drew in every min- 
ute revealed something of a special in- 
terest. Corregidor itself—you will recall 
that we heard a gréat deal about Cor- 
regidor island and the Corregidor chan- 
nels in the days when Dewey's fleet was 
waiting up on the China coast for the 
word to swoop down and make that 
morning call upon Admiral Montojo, 
which he subsequently did so successful- 
Iv; we heard much of the powerful tor- 
pedoes which the Spaniards had placed 
s0 as to guard the approach to Manila by 
either channel; we had heard of the land 
batteries on Corregidor, and the name 
conjured up rather harrowing thoughts 
in those early days before we had learn- 
ed that the land batteries were obsolete 
old things and that the -tornedoes, if 
there ever had been any, were absolutely 
worthless, 

Corregidor rises sheer from the water 
at the entrance to Manila bay, making 
two channels. As we drew near the spot 
was pointed out to us from which Dewey 
fired his first shot at the Corregider land 
batteries. Then we Saw. the «hospital 
nestling down in a little inlet’ on the side 
of the island and dead ahead of us in 
the far distance the smoke of Manila. 

Nobody who has not been here, most 
certainly nobody who is nat a seafaring 
man, can get any idea from published 
Gimensions of the size,of this bay of Ma- 
nila. The fact that it js 26 miles from 
Corregidor light in a bee line to’the city 
hardly conveys .the impression of ex- 
panse which strikes one upon comtfng 
through the channel for the first time. I 
suppose I was very green, or rather very 
weak in that portion of my head where 
the geography bump ought to be, for 
I had always thought of Manila bay as 
nothing more than a good big harbor. As 
a.matter of fact it is no harbor at all. It 
is,such a great sweep of water that 
when one of these géntle typhoons is 
raging there is next to no protection for 
the shipping inside. As I found out 
afterwards there is closer in the remains

It is true that the advent. of the racing 
season brings not a few sharpers, thieves 
and other rascals; but good times and 
the climate are in large part responsi- 
ble for that. Such scoundrels always fol- 
low prosperity, and never calamity. It 
is a good sign when they come, and the 
police force should be strengthened to look 
after them.

Mr. McComas st the bench gave 
special interest to the care- 
ful examination which made of the 
jegal authorities. Hie maintained that 
congress had full power under the con- 
stitution to enact a federal law punish- 
Ing with death any person killing a pres- 
ident, or assaulting president with 
intent to kill or aiding, inciting or pro- 
curing such an act. He favored rigid 
provisions in the immigration laws for 
the deportation of alien anarchists. -Much 
of the speech was devoted to an explana- 
tion of the dangerous doctrines of an- 
archy and the extent to which these doc- 
trines had been propagated within recent 
years. 

Senator Hoar’s remarks were inter 
esting as coming from the venegable 
chairman of the judiciary committé®, who 
will have much to do with the framing 
of any legislation on this subject. He. 
said the difficulty was that assassins of 
kings and rulers always gloried in their 
crimes and were in ncowise deterred by 
the fear of punishment. For this rea- 
gon he thought it was almost useless 
te multiply punishments. The most ef- 
fective remedy, he suggested, would be 
for the civilized nations of the world to 
agree upon some desolate on the 
earth's surface to which all anarchists 
who upheld assassination or the over- 
throw of government should be trans- 
ported. In such a community the an- 
afchist could carry out his theories of 
living without a government and the 
world would thus be rid of his presence. 

Senator McComas on Anarchists. 

Senator McComas, of Meryland, said in 
part: 

“Within seven 
Prime Minister 
tillo, the empress 
King Humbert and President Mc- 
Kinley have been foully assassinated 
by anarchists. It is humiliating to con- 
sider how impotent are our federal laws 
te punish this fearful crime. These 
tragic assassinations in fiv® countries 
Widely separate in so short a time show 
that this hideous crime of anarchy is in- 
creasing. Congress must legislate against 
this new peril with courage, with firm- 
néss, but also“ with conservatism and 
prudence,

é Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts 
spoke briefly along the Same lines. He 
Said that while he heartily agreed with 
pope that had been Said, yet the great 
ificulty in all these cases 6f assassina- 
tion was that the assassin was willing 
and anxious to give up his lifé. Fear of 
consequences did not in any way deter 
Such an assassin. Such was the case 
with the assassin of William of Orange. 
who welcomed the torture inflicted upon 
him. Every assassin of a foreign ruler 
had expected early. and: certain 
The multiplication of Punishments for 
the act itself therefore would faccomplish 
little. The senator believed that a much 
more effective remedy could be secured 
if by common consent of all civilized na- 
tions some tract of land somewhere on 
the earth's surface, hemmed in from the 
outer world, could be set aside for the 
confinement of: those who counselled the 
Killing of rulers or the overthrow of gOvV- 
ernments. 

“Let the anarchists have an object les- 
son,” the senator said, “and let the 
world have an object lesson. Let there be 
a little inoculation of anarchy into the 
anarchist himself and let him have an 
anarchistic government among his foli- 
lowers, Certainly the anarchist could not 
complain, for in being transported to a 
place. of no government he would have 
reached his utopia.”’ 

Mr. McComas’ resolution was then laid 
aside for discussion later. 

Commission’s Life Extended. 

During the day the senate passed a 
bill extending the life of the industrial 
commission until February 15 nexf, thus 
giving the commission time to complete 
the work it now has in hand.

SENATOR CLAY WILY DINE 
WITH ROOSEVELT TODAY 


Clifford, Who Is Seeking the Post- 
office at Jackson, Ga., Is Find- 
ing Difficulty in Securing 
Democrats To Present 
His Case.

Washington, December 5.—(Special.)— 
Senator McLaurin's status in South 
Carolina politics Is well understood at 
home, but there is some confusion in 
the senate as to which party he shall be 
counted with In the new a greens of 
committees. The republicafis held a 
caucus this afternoon to consider. the 
subject of committee assignments and 
to provide committees for the sixteen new 
senators who have recently become 
members of that body. There fs an un- 
written rule in the senate by which 
“steering committees’’ of the two lead- 
ing party organizations agree upon ap- 
propriate committee assignments, and in 
turn the senate ratifies these selections. 
Under this rule each party has a voice 
in deciding how the majority and minor- 
ity is to be represented on the various 
committees, ; 

During the last session of congress 
Senator McLaurin differed with his dem- 
ocratic on nearly all of the 
great questions of policy growing out 
of the Spanish-American war and the 
ship subsidy bill. At their last caucus 
he declined to be present, stating that 
as he differed entirely with the demo- 
cratic senators on those questions, he 
did not feel at liberty to confer with 
them on party lines until their differ- 
ences could be reconciled. In the mean- 
time it appears that Senator McLaurin 
has drifted farther away from his party 
associates and his recent speech at the 
annual banquet of the New York cham- 
ber of commerce was generally regarded 
as evidence that he intends to hereafter 
affiliate with the republican party. 

Democrats To Ignore McLayrin. 

The republican senators have called 
upon the democrats to make their com- 
mittee recommendations in accordance 
with the usual! custom, and the latter will 
ignore Senator McLaurin entirely and 
leave him to the tender mercies of the 
republicans. Senater McLaurin, when in- 
terviewed on the subject today, said -he 
still regards himself as a democrat and 
he will not decide the caucus question 
until he is officially notified that the 
democrats of the senate are to hold a 
meeting. He will then determine wheth- 
er or not he will attend the caucus. 
Promiment democratic senators, includ- 
ing his colleague, Senator Tillman, de- 
clare that Senator McLaurin has taken 
himself out of the democratic party by 
his actions and public utterances, and 
therefore he will not be invited to at- 
tend the democratic caucus. 

It is an interesting situation 
confreivs the two parties, for the re- 
publicans have a Similar charge upon 
their hands in the case of Senator Well- 
ington, of Marvland, who refuses to 
caucus with the members of the majority 
because of his radical difference with the 
administration during the last campaign. 

The democrats are to hold a caucus to- 
morrow to consider the subject of com- 
mittees, ‘also to select another member, 
on their steering committee, to fill a va- 
cancy caused by the retirement of Sen- 
ator Turley. of Tennessee. The commit- 
tee as it now stands is composed of the 
following democrats: Jones, of Arkansas; 
Bacon, of Georgia: Cockgell, of Missouri; 
Martin, of Virginia; Rawlings, of Utah, 
and Money, of Mississippi. Under the 
dispensation. nine former republican sil- 
verites and populists have come into the 
democratic.camp in the senate, and the 
question is under consideration of taking 
one of the new recruits into the steering 
committee. In this connection the names 
of Senator Teller, of Colorado; Duboise, 
of Idaho: Turner, of Washington, are 
mentioned. The impression prevails that 
one of these senators will be chosen. 
Clay’ Dines with Roosevelt Today. 
‘Senator Clay is to dine with President 
Roosevelt at the white house tomorrow 
evening. The junior senator from Geor- 
gia called at the executive mansion this 
morning to pay ‘his respects. It was his 
first visit‘ since Mr. Roosevelt succeeded 
to the presidency. Senator Clay frank- 
ly informed the president that he had 
called informally to tender his congratu- 
lations and express his approval of cer- 
tain parts of the message. During the 
brief period Mr. Roosevelt presided over 
the senate his relations with Senator 
Clay wer very cordial. The Geor- 
gia senator further gladdened the pres- 
ident’'s heart by assuring him that he 
had not called to seek office for aay of 
his constituents or to make recommenda- 
tions. This led up to a pleasant con- 
versation on personal as well as public 
topics, and at the end of the interview 
the president asked Senator Clay to come 
and take dinner with him tomorrow. | 

Clifford Is After Office. 

Mr. Clifford, who is an applicant for the 
postmastership at Jackson, Butts county, 
Georgia, is here looking after his in- 
terests. In view of the recent declara- 
tions by the president on the subject of 
federal patronage, and, the fact that 
Mr. Clifford is a republican, he is en- 
countering considerable difficulty in in- 
ducing any of the Georgia delegation to 
present his case at the white house.

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BEING FOUGHT 


Herr Bebel Makes a Striking 
Speech in Reichstag 


Be Bitterly Attacks the Aristocratic 
Landlords of Germany Who, He 
Claims, Are in Straits Be- 
cause of Their Dissi- 
pated Habits. 


Berlin, December 5.—The most insig- 
nificant looking man in the _ reichstag, 
Herr Bebel, broke his didactic monotony 
today and lifted the tariff debate to 
emotional levels. Herr Bebel poke to 
breathless galleries. He often provoked 
his opponents, but sometimes he enthrall- 
ed even them. 

The wagon maker is diminutive in body 
and has a large head. lling at his 
pointed chin whiskers he tOok the tribune 
after the peasant farmer, Herr Nissen, 
and as the representative of 2,800,000 
voters, he lodged the socialist protest 
against the ‘‘hunger Dutch,” as he called 
the tariff on grain. The man seemed to 
grow bodily as he warmed up to his 
work. He spoke, as always, with 
astonishing ease and rapidity of utter- 
ance.’ Herr Bebel said there were two 
nations in the German state—the plund- 
erers and the plundered. 

Attacks the Aristocrats. 

“The imperial chancellor, Count Voh 
Buelow, spoke for the former. I am 
speaking for the latter. Fifteen per cent 
of the German people are engaged in 
agriculture. The chancellor said the re- 
maining 85 per cent were engaged in 
other occupations and that 72 per cent of 
these latter were industrialists. The 
proposition of the government was to lay 
a tax of between 600,000,000 and 700,000,000 
marks on food in order to make more 
profitable the occupation of 15 per cent of 
the people. Only one-ninth of the grain 
is imported. 

“Agriculture in Germany might be call- 
ed prosperous. The gate Dr. Von Miquel, 
former minister of finance, in an official 
declaration three years ago, said German 
agriculture was prosperous. The Prus- 
sian crowh knows it is prosperous be- 
cause it is now investing 3,000,000 marks 
in new agricultural holdings. The reduc- 
tion of farm mortgage forecfosures of 
recent years showed that agriculture was 
better off than preyiously and the value 
of lands has increased during the last 
century. 

“This bill is intended, not for the bet- 
terment of the farm laborer, but for the 
betterment of the landlord, If any land- 
lord is not getting on well now it is be- 
cause of large hunting parties, gambling, 
well filled wine cellars, sons in crack 
cavalry regiments and town houses in 
Berlin.” 

At this point of Herr Rebel’s speech 
Graf Von Kardorff, one of the greatest 
land magnates, laughed jeeringly. 

“Yes,”’ continued Herr Bebel. ‘That is 
the way with you fellows. You lay taxes 
upon the poor and when it is proven to 
vou that they are unnecessary you laugh. 
But the world’s-history rolls on over you 
regardlessly.’’ : 

No Hunger in Heaven. 

“Later Graf Von Arnim, another great 
agrarian leader, scornfully interrupted 
Herr Bebel while the latter was relating 
an tneident of a Prussian school girl] who 
wanted to go to heaven because there 
was no hunger there. Upon this occur- 
rence the socialist members of the reich- 
stag rushed in a body toward the con- 
servative side of the chamber, shouting, 
“Order.” Interruptions of all sorts were 
then made. These showed the rising 
temper of the house. The president of 
the reichstag frequently rang his bell or 
called Herr Bebel and other members of 
all political groups to order. Herr Bebel 
inspired by the tempestuous temper of 
the house, exclaimed: 

“This bill fomengs insurrection. The 
chancellor aims to overturn social order. 
We shall do our utmost to send this bill 
to hades and we only regret We cannot 
send its authors and abettors there al- 
7 Von Rheinhaben, the Prussian 

Baron Von einhabden, > s 
minister of finance, advised Herr Bebel 
that if the social democrats stirred up re- 
bellion the government assured them 
they would reap a harvest of broker 
heads. This was greeted with cheers on 
the right and laughter on the left. 

Herr Moeller, the minister of com- 
merce, said he regarded the new tariff as 
an #ffective weapon in the hands of tne 
government to force to @ conclusion fa- 
vorable commercial treaties. 

The reichstag then adjourned., 

Both Herr oeller and Baron Rhein- 
haben referred to the necessity of pro- 
tection from American competition. The 
latter described the misery caused by the 
Dingley tariff bij) among the working 
classes of Germany.

Censure Will Not Change England’s 
Course in South Africa. 

London, December 5.~The city enter- 
tained the prince an@ princess of Wales 
today at luncheon given in the Guild hall 
and presented them with an address of 
congratulation on their successful tour 
of the British empire. 

The prince of Wales wore a full uniform 
of a rear admiral. Seated in the vicinity 
of the prince and princess of Wales were 
Lord Salisbury, Lord Rosebery, the duke 
of Devonshire and Mr. Chamberlain. 

Tho prince of Wales made a speeéh on 
the relations between the motherland and 
the colonies. He referred to each colony 
he had visited and in speaking about the 
dominion said: 

‘Tso Canada was borne the message of 
the motherland’s loving appreciation of 
the services rendered by its gallant sons. 
In the journey from ocean to ocean we 
were enabled to see something of the 
rithness of its soil and the boundless 
possibilities of that vast territory.” 

Mr. Chamberlain was accorded a tre- 
mendous reception when he rose to re- 
spond to Lord Rosebery’s toast to the col- 
onies. .? 

Lord Salisbury alone referred to Eng- 
land’s unpopularity abroad. He said: 

“No doubt it is true just at this mo- 
ment that we may have enemies who are 
not reticent in expressing their opinion. 
But on the other hand, today’s celebra- 
tion has shown that we in the 
support of our distant Kinsmen the ap- 
proval and sanction which to us is worth 
infinitely more than all the contempt and 
all the censure that we may receive from 


other nations. 

“Fr eannot admit that they are judges 
of our conduct or that we can modify our 
proceedings in deference to their opinions. 
What we look to are the opinions of our 
own kinsmen who belong to our own em- 
pire. We haye received from all portions 
of that senate every indication that we 
have lost nothing in the opinion they 
held of the justice of our claim.”

QUEEN PAYS THE DEBTS 
OF SCAPEGRACE SPOUSE 


It Is Said That the Reconciliation 
Is Due to the Influence of Em- 
peror William and the 
Queen’s Mother. 


Amsterdam, December 5.—Semi-official 
intimations have been circulated to the 
effect that Queen Wilhelmina has for- 
given her husbaff4, Prince Henry, of the 
Netherlands, the suggéstion being that 
the public ought to follow suit. 

Since Prince Henry returned to Hat 
loo, the queen and he have been dining 
together and gradually resuming normal 
relations. Yesterday they walked to- 
gether and afterward drove in the castle 
park. 

The relations between Prince Henry and 
the members of the court are, however, 
strained. ‘The former cordiality has been 
replaced by an attitude of frigid polie- 
ness on the part of the prince consort and 
apparently the gentlemen of the court 
are equally indisposed to gloss over re- 
cent ocurrences. 

It is said that the queen, in order to 
preserve an appearance of concord, even 
paid the prince consort’s debts. 

The Dutch ministers at foreign courts 
centinue to aver that the couple live in 
“an ideally happy union,”’ and ‘“‘are de- 
votedly attached to each other,” etc. 

The Dutch government and the Dutch 
court are again strenuously denying the 
stories of matrimonial quarrels between 
Queen Wilhelmina and the prince con- 
sort, but the scandal has become too pub- 
lic to allow any hope of hushing it up. 

According to some reports, a concilla- 
tion between the queen and Prince Hen- 
ry was effected largely through the in- 
fluence of Emperor William and tyé queen 
mother.

Worked Like Trojans. 

Back in the court yard the firemen 
worked desperately. They all recognized 
they had a hard battle to save one of the 
central blocks of the city. Neither heat, 
smoke or the cold rain and slippery mud 
baffled them. For an hour they were 
fighting four separate fires at the same 
time. 

It took five hours of as hard work as 
the Atlanta firemen ever did to finally 
check the flames and save the block. If 
the fire had had five minutes’ more start 
Several of the buildings would probably 
have been destroyed. 

Mr. Austin, of Snook & Austin, was 
Seen by a Constitution reporter after the 
fire. He said he coula not say what their 
losses had been. ‘The basement was what 
is known as a show room and was filled 
with some of the most costly furniture in 
the building. It was all covered by insur- 
ance. The loss may reach $4,000 or $5,000. 

Dr. Jacobs could not say what his losses 
would be. Folsom’s loss from fire and wa- 
ter may reach $2,000 or $3,000. The damage 
to Carroll & Long and the Williams house 
was not great. 

Chief Joyner Talks About Fire. 

In speaking of the fire Chief Joyner 
said: . 

“It was the hardest fight I have ever 
had. The close place in which the fire 
was eonfined without no convenient way 
of getting at it and the igniting of se 
many buildings at the same time made it 
a mogt difficult task to beat the flames. 
My men fought the fight of their lives 
and it was nothing except their dauntless- 
ress and their determination that saved 
a central block in the city. I have long 
dreaded a fire in that place. It came at 
last and we had to fight against fearful 
odds.”’ 

The policemen had great difficulty in 
keeping the sidewalks clear. Chief Ball 
and Captain Thompson were on hand 
with several squads of men and rendered 
the firemen much assistance. : 

The two retail stores of the Jacobs’ 
Pharmacy Company were not touched by 
the fire.

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RAILWAY BURDENED 
BY TAXES, SAYS 
ARKWRIGHT. 


First Argument Is Delivered Before 
Council Committee. - 


LONG ARGUMENT IS MADE 


After a Two Hours’ Speech by Mr. 
Arkwright, the Council Com- 
mittee Adjourns Until 
This Afternoon at 
3 O’Clock. 


The council committee of a whole got 
down to actual business yesterday af- 
ternoon, and the proposition of consoli- 
dating the Atlanta Railway and Power 
and the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Compeny was entered into at length. 

Preston Arkwright, attorney for these 
interests, addressed the committee for 
over two hours. He went into all the 
detaiks of the two companies’ financial 
condition; the amount of taxes. they 
were now paying; the street paving as- 
sessment that was being paid by the 
companies, and other matters. 

Mr. Arkwright’s speech was an elo- 
quent plea that the proposition submit- 
ted by Mr. Atkinson be accepted. 

He quoted figures to show that. the 
two companies were now paying their 
full share of taxes and stated that the 
amount offered the city was purely 
gratuitous. 

An interesting feature of the meeting 
was the fact that Captain James O'Neill, 
Hoke Smith and Alderman-elect James 
G, Woodward were present and took an 
active interest in the proceedings. They 
asked frequent questions of Mr. Ark- 
wright and their attitude showed plain- 
ly that they were not in accord with the 
proposal made by Mr. Atkinson. 

After recapitulating the various figures, 


-Mr. Arkwright stated to the committee 


that the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company and the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company were now paying taxes approx- 
imating 1% per cent on $7,000,000. 

According to the resolution, the com- 
mittee adjourned at 6 o'clock, before Mr. 
Arkwright had had an opportunity of 
finishing his speech. He will resume his 
argument this afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

From the present outlook it seems im- 
probable that the committee will be able 
to arrive at any report by next Monday, 
the time named, as many speakers 
from both sides are to be heard from. 

Details of Meeting. 

Chairman Welch called the meeting to 
order at 3:25 o'clock. Aldermen and coun- 
cilmen-elect were invited to seats within 
the rail. 

Alderman LaHatte asked Mr. Spalding 
the amount of stock of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, Mr. Spalding 
replied that it was $2,000,000. He went on 
to say that the resolution asking for the 
books of the Atlanta Railway Company 
could not be complied with for the rea- 
son that that company had been absorb- 
ed by the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. Mr, Spalding went into the 
general phases of the proposed consolida- 
tion and touched at considerable length 
on the timidity of capital. He urged that 
the committee consider the matter ecare- 
fully before any action was taken. 

Preston Arkwright was the next speak- 
er. He said that his company was jeal- 
ous of the credit of the city; that no one 
had endeavored to sustain the credit of 
the city more than Mr. Atkinson. In 1893, 
when the city could get no money, Mr, 
Atkinson had used the influence of his 
various companies to provide Atlanta 
With -funds. In the summer of 189 he 
had secured a loan for the city at 2 per 
cent—the first low rate ever secured fot 
Atlanta. The credit of the city, he said, 
affects our credits, and our credits affects 
the city. 

‘‘For the last few weeks,” he said, ‘‘you 
have laid plans to block the enterprise of 
the city and 1 understand that some days 
ago the city offered bends for sale to the 
amount of $480,000 and you got bids for 
Only about one-twelfth of the amount.’’ 

He was: interrupted by Couneilman 
Kontz, who said that he did not propose 
to have such a feature injected into the 
discussion—that the illustration was ir- 
relevant. 

“Now,” continued Mr. Arkwright, ‘‘we 
want to consolidate. We come to you to 
negotiate terms upon which we can: do 
so. We come with all the facts and 
simply ask for the voice of reason to be 
heard. We pay as much taxes Or more 
than any other concern or corporation. 
For railroads you won't accept the vol- 
untary returns. The assessment of these 
properties was fixed by men sworn to do 
their duty. Two men of the _ highest 
standing arbitrated the question. A full 
hearing was had and the value of the 
properties discussed.”’ 

Councilman Reed asked if the value of 
the franchises was included in this estt- 
mate. 

Mr. Arkwright said that the property 
was not worth $1,500,000. 

Mr. Reed stated that Mr. Hurt had 
sworn that the tangible property Was 
worth $1,200,000 without the franchises. 

Continuing, Mr, Arkwright said that he 
mentioned the matter merely to dissipate 
the idea that the street railways did not 
pay sufficient taxes. He said that the 
value of the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany had likewise been fixed. 

“We are not tax dodgers,’ he said. ‘‘No 
property is returned at full value. We 
want to be put on the same plane with 
everybody else. The idea prevails that 
we ought to be taxed on the gross re- 
ceipts. This is erroneous. There isn’t an 
enterprise in Atlanta that pays taxes 
proportionate to its gross receipts. The 
amount of ad valorem taxes paid for 1901 
for the city, state and pours? by our 
street railway company ‘is $37,910.97. 

We have estimated the gross receipts 
of the two roads at $800,000. Of this, 70 
per cent has gone to pay actual dun- 
ning expenses, This ad valorem is 4% 
per cent of everything we took 
in or paid out. The gross re- 
recipts don’t come to us—they go 
to pay expenses. The taxes of the road 
are 13.54 per cent of the 33% per cent that 
comes to us net. That isn’t all we pay, 
The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany has paid to the city of Atlanta for 
pavement over $700,000 in nine years. 

Councilman Reid asked why it was that 
citizens were likewise assessed. 

Mr. Arkwright replied that it was be- 
cause they were benefited and that any 
citizen might enjoin any assessment that 
was more than the benefit he derived, 

“T have simply mentioned these things,” 
gaid Mr. Arkwright, “to show you the 
burdens we are now under. In the past 
year the two companies have paid over 
$65,000. You can’t make the individual 
property owner pay without the consent 
of the majority. But you put it on us 
without our.consent or ability to pay it. 
I understand that there is an effort on 
foot now to pave the principal streets 
with asphalt. The present pavement is 
good enough for us, but we must pay.

NOW A CERTAINTY 


Jake Wells Will Build Corner Auburn 
and Pryor, 


BUILDING TO COST. $35,000 


Plans Are Now Being Completed and 
Work Will Begin at Once. 
Building Will Seat 1,400. 
Roof Garden Will Be 
in Fropt. 


A handsome new theater for Atlanta, 
to take the place of the Lyceum, is now 
for the first time assured. The theater 
is to be situated at the corner of North 
Pryor street and Auburn avenue, next to 
No. 4 engine house. It will be built by 
the Bijou Amusement Company of Rich- 
mond, of which Jake Wells is president. 

The lot on which the building is to be 
constructed has a frontage of 67 feet on 
North Pryor street and runs back Auburn 
avenue 175 feet. The ‘theater will take 
up the 126 feet in the rear while a one- 
story building running the width of the 
property will be constructed in front. 

The building is to cost $35,000 and will 
have a seating capacity of 1,40% It will 
have an orchestra floor, two balconies and 
twelve boxes. 

The one-story building in front of the 
theater will contain stores, while in the 
center there will be an arcade 32 feet in 
width. This part of the building will be 
covered by a terrace roof which will be 
used as a roof garden. It will be con- 
nected with the arcade by a staircase. 

The stage will be 64 feet wide and # 
feet deep. Elaborate scenery will be ob- 
tained, for which designs have already 
been submitted, 

The plans for the building are now being 
drawn by Architect Denny and will be 
completed in a short time, 

The house will be confined to vaudeville 
and musical comedies. It will be in the 
New York vaudeville circuit and the best 
talent in the country will be brought here. 
Popular prices will prevail 

Work will begin in a few days. As soon 
as Architect Denny has the plans in readi- 
ness the work of clearing away the build- 
ings now on the property will commence. 

President Wells was seen by a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution and sald: 

‘“‘We shall at once begin work and shall 
push the construction of the building as 
fast as possible. We will endeavor to 
have it ready for opening by March 1 and 
we shall show the people of Atlanta some- 
thing about putting up a building in a 
hurry and doing it well at the same time.

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NO SUBSIDY FOR THE BANK. 


Amendment Is Rejected by the Pan- 
American Congress. 

Mexico City, Decémber 5.—The Pan- 
American congress bank committee met 
today and decided not to accept the 
amendment of Mr. Matte, of Chile, pro- 
posing that the bank be subsidized for 
five years at the rate of $100,000 gold 
per year. The project will be reported 
tomorrow substantially in its original 
form and will probably be accepted. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the United 
States delegation, owing to pressing 
business at Washington, will probably 
depart about the léth of this month for 
that city. Mr. Davis today banquetted 
his colleagues of the committee on Pan- 
American railroad and Pan-American 
bank, 
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Railway and Power Company for the past 
nine years has been $417,000. 


Under Fixed Charges. 


“It is conseravtive to estimate future 
charges at $60,000 a year for repaving. 
That don’t add a dollar to our property. 
We can't pay it out of our gross receipts, 
because we don’t make gross receipts. In 
addition to those burdens we are under 
other fixed charges. We pay $35,000 a 
year to cross the Whitehall street via- 
duct; in other words, the interest on the 
$50,000 we have paid in cash. That makes 
a total of 41 per cent of the road’s net 
receipts. And we have other burdens. 
We have to rebuild the tracks on an 
average of every twelve years. 

‘People think street railways are gold 
mines. People who own these companies 
have not got a dollar of value. All they 
have is the prospect of value. It will take 
$500,000 to put these properties in good 
condition. As you know, the properties 
are now in a bad condition. I don’t mind 
telling you that we hope to extend our 
lines so as to bring you in touch with 
many suburban placesy This is outside of 
the needed $500,000 for repairs now needed. 
This report was made by experts ap- 
pointed by the opposite sides who looked 
over the property about two years ago 
when negotiations were pending.”’ 

Mr. Reed asked if the committee could 
not be furnished with this report. 

Mr. Arkwright replied that he thought 
he could. 

“Seventy-eight thousand dollars,’’ said 
Mr. Arkwright, ‘‘was for the absolute pur- 
pose of keeping the cars moving—not to 
rehabilitate the lines, but to patch up the 
cars and keep them from falling to pieces. 
Five hundred thousand dollars is neces- 
sary to put the lines in proper condition, 
and I am willing to submit Mr. Goff’s 
report. Now, the amount we spend de- 
pends entirely upon the conditions you 
put on us.’ Mr. Arkwright then recapit- 
ulated the total amount of taxes and 
street paving paid each year by the two 
companies. The total figures amounted, 
according to this statement, to $103,610. 

“We pay more than any other concern 
in the city and for the simple reason that 
you say these franchises. Isn't that so, 
Mr. Reed?’’ 

Mr. Reed replied that this was not true. 
That all he wanted was taxes on 60 per 
cent of the galeable value of the prop- 
erty. 

“You have $5,000,000 of value and you 
don't pay taxes on 6 per cent of this 
sum,’ said Mr. Reed. 

Hoke Smith asked a question concern- 
ing fhe value of the company’s bonds. 

Mr. Arkwright said: 

“All we want is to be taxed as other 
people are. For instance, Mr. Smith sold 
one-half of The Atlanta Journal at over 
$150,000, and yet I venture to say that he 
did not return the amount for taxation 
at more than $20,000. Now, our propo- 
sition is not only to pay taxes, but to give 
the city something in addition.” 

The subject of street paving paid by the 
street railways was then entered into at 
length. ‘ sd

FOR LIBEL BY 
ROGERS. 


Washington County Commissioner Asks 
for $25,000 Damages. 


CLAIMS GLENN INJURED HIM 


Misunderstanding, It Is Alleged, 
Arose Over Question of the 
Payment of Two Colored 
Teachers for Peabody 
Institute Work. 


As a result of the serious misunder- 
standing between State School Commis- 
sioner G. R. Glenn and J. N. Rogers, 
school commissioner of Washington 
county, the latter yesterday instituted 
in the city court of Atlanta a $25,000 libel 
suit against Commissioner Glenn, It was 
only a short time ago that an indictment 
was returned by the grand jury of Wash- 
ington county, charging Commissioner 
Glenn with criminal libel. 

Rogers claims that by reason of cer- 
tain letters and reports circulated by 
Commissioner Glenn his character has 
been injured and damaged to the amount 
of $25,000. According to the petition the 
trouble resulted from the question of the 
payment of two colored teachers who 
participated in qa colored Peabody insti- 
tute held in Washington county in 1900, 
the facts of which have been reviewed in 
The Constitution. Rogers alleges that 
the state school commissioner agreed to 
pay the two teachers out of the Peabody 
fund for Georgia, of which he .is in 
charge, but that he failed to do so for 
some time; that in the meantime several 
letters passed between the two commis- 
sioners. A correspondence was also had 
with Dr. J. L. M. Curry, general agent 
of the Peabody fund, it is alleged, the 
matter finally culminating in Commis- 
sioner Glenn writing an abusive letter to 
the plaintiff and which he also mailed to 
the members of the board of education of 
Washington county. 

It is stated that a colored Peabody in- 
stitute was held in Washington county 
from June 4 to June 15,1900, under the di- 
rection and advice of Commissioner 
Glenn. It is further stated that Com- 
missioner Rogers saw Commissioner 
Glenn and explained that he desired to 
employ T. J. Elder and wife, colored 
teachers of Washington county, to ‘aid 
him in the institute, which proposition it 
is claimed Commissioner Glenn approved 
and agreed to pay the teachers $26 out of 
the Peabody fund. 

Urged Early Settlement. 

On July 16, 1900, after the institute was 
held, it is stated that the petitioner re- 
ceived a letter from fhe state school 
commissioner, referring to his promise to 
pay the teachers, stating that the money 
for the institute had not then been re- 
ceived from Dr. Curry, but that he would 
send a check as soon as it arrived. It is 
stated that in a previous letter from 
Commissioner Glenn he notified Commis- 
sioner Rogers that he had also employed 
the Jackson sisters for the institute. It 
is charged that the money had not been 
received on January 19, 1901, and that on 
that date the petitioner wrote to Com- 
missioner Glenn, stating that the Elders 
deserved the money and rhat he would 
appreciate the commissioner's early at- 
tention to the matter. 

According to the petition Commissioner 
Rogers communicated with Dr. Curry on 
September 17, 1901, ‘calling his attention 
to the matter, after which, on Septem- 
ber 22, Rogers received a letter from 
Dr. Curry advising him to write to Com- 
missioner Glenn, to whom, it was stated, 
the compMint had been referred. It is 
stated that Rogers expressed a willing- 
ness for Commf{sStoner Glenn to have 
his letters, after they had been read by 
Dr. Curry, and that the letters written 
to Dr. Curry were transmitted by him to 
Commissioner Glenn. 

It is alleged that after this, although 
no additional sum had been received for 
the Peabody fund, that Commissioner 
Glenn paid the elders $6, after which 
Commissioner Rogers informed Dr. Cur- 
ry that the amount had been paid. Rog- 
ers claims he was working in the inter- 
est of having justice done the two col- 
ored teachers and that nothing he had 
done, as alleged in the petition, could be 
construed as offensive to Commissioner 
Glenn, but that on October 2 last he re- 
ceived a letter from the commissioner, 
which he claims has damaged his char- 
acter. 

Letter Which Brought Suit. 

The petition is a lengthy typewritten 
document and contains several of the 
communications in full, It was filed by 
Attorneys Rosser & Carter. The follow- 
ing is the letter of October 2, as copied 
from the petition:

SENATE AND CONSTITUTION. 

“Members of the senate voted on those 
constitutional amendments today just as 
if the senate’s vote would. .at once enact 
them into a law.” said a prominent 
member of that body yesterday. “Ot 
course the senators are aware that these 
amendments must first be passed by a 
two-thirds vote of the house and then 
submitted to the people before they can 
become a part of the organic law of the 
state, but tn voting on the propositions 
presented they seemed to me to vote as 
if the whole responsibility rested on 
them alone. They appeared afraid to 
trust the people to say what they want. 

“T call attention to this matter as it im- 
pressed me because the vote of some of 
the senators prevents going before the 
people several amendments that I am 
satisfied they are anxious to have. I have 
heard the question of biennial sessions 
discussed in several sections of the state, 
and I am satisfied from my observations 
that the people are anxious to have such 
an amendment as this to the constitution. 
In fact, the only place I have seen any 
opposition to it is among members of the 
legislature. But the senate insisted on 
voting down this amendment while it 
passed one striking out the section of the 
constitution prohibiting the whipping-post 
and banishment. I do not assert that 
this last amendment is a bad one, but in 
comparison with the other it strikes me 
it is of little practical consequence, 

‘In the next place the senate voted 
down the amendment giving the gover- 
nor the power to vote a part of an ap- 
provriation, though it passed that requir- 
ing the general appropriation bill 
to be as to the gover- 
ernor ten days before the final adjourn- 
ment of the general assembly. This 
strikes m? as inconsistent and I'll tell you 
why. Under the present law the gover- 
nor has the ~ight to veto oniy an entire 
appropriation or let it stand. If he sees 
fit to veto one or more appropriations 
because he considers them too large, the 
general assembly can only insist on those 
appropriations by a two-thirds vote. It 
could not itself reduce the appropriations 
except by the introduction of a new Dill, 
and perhaps that could not be done be- 
fore the expiration of the session, should 
the governor hold the bill for. considera- 
tion any length of time. If, on the 
other hand, the governor had the power 
to scale an appropriation the general as- 
sembly copld say by a two-thirds vote 
that the appropriation should remain 
as passed, or in the event two-thirds 
could not be secured, the amount would 
remein as fixed by the governor. 

‘‘Another inconsistency in the action of 
the senate was providing a four-year 
term for all county officers and refusing 
to adopt the proposition to give a four- 
year term fo the governor and state house 
officers. The failure of the latter prop- 
osition, I believe, will result in the re- 
consideration and perhaps the defeat of 
the former. I cannot understand why 
the senate refused to pass up an améend- 
ment which would simply enact into law 
a custom that is: now universally fol- 
lowed. 

“The senate adopted 
amendments, especially that putting all 
pensions on an indigent basis. But what 
I fail to understand is why, if a proposed 
amendment has any merit in it at all, 
members of the senate object to letting 
the people say what they want. They are 
the final judges, and if there is any de- 
mand for a change, it seems to me the 
people should have the right to say 
whether or not they want it.’’ 


ESTILL IS AT WORK. 

The report comes from south Georgia 
by members °of the legislature returning 
from that section that Colonel J. H. Es- 
till is pushing his campaign for governor 
in that section with unusual vigor. A 
member of the house said he saw Colonel 
Ex<till on the train the other day, return- 
ing from one of his trips to a south 
Georgia county and that the colonel ex- 
pressed extraordinary confidence in the 
result. 

‘He told me,” the member said, “‘that 
he felt now that his election was almost 
assured. He said he had received every 
encouragement in south Georgia, and 
that he was receiving friendly and en- 
couraging letters from north Georgia 
every day. Cobkonel Estill has just re- 
turnéd to Savannah after spending sev- 
eral ‘days in Wayne and Pierce counties, 
and he says the situation in those coun- 
ties is all that he could desire. He is 
making a personal canvass of the coun- 
ties in the southern part of the state, 
and later on he tells me he is going to 
bring it farther north. He expressed 
the opinion that the decision of Hon. 
Henry G. Turner not to be in the race 
weculd result in great benefit to him, espe- 
cially in that section of the state where 
Mr. Turner was most popular. 

‘*T don’t know just how the situation 
stands myself,’’ remarked the representa- 
tive in conclusion, ‘‘but I think Colonel 
Estill is going to develop considerably 
more strength in the southern part of the 
“5 than the politicians have any idea 
of.

STEERANG COMMITTEE. 

Will the house suspend its rules and 
appoint a steering committee at this ses- 
sion? The question has been quietly dis- 
cussed among the members for the last 
few days, and while all agree that many 
important measures can never be reach- 
ed in regular order on the calendar, the 
opinion has been generally expressed that 


‘the house would vote against a steering 


committee, and let every measure stand 
on the same footing. This view is ex- 
pressed even by many who favor the ap- 
pointment of such a committee, because 
they think that three-fourths of the 
house will not vote to suspend the rules 
for this purpose. The house has _ per- 
sistently refused to suspend the rules to 
set special orders, and this is another in- 
dication that the chances are against 
the steering committee. 

Notwithstanding all this, a resolution ts 
now pending before the house committee 
on rules rpoviding for a steering commit- 
tee to fix the order of business for the 
last days of the session. Unless this is 
done it is agreed that the congressional 
reapportionment bill, the constitutional 
amendment bill and many other impor- 
tant measures will probably never see 
the light of day. Should the house be 
favorable to a steering committee it will 
have to be appointed within the next day 
or two if anything much is to be accom- 
plished even by this means. With a 
steering committee there will be some 
chance for the proposed constitutional 
amendments which are yet to come over 
from the senate.

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MAJOR PARSONS’ FUNERAL 


Services Will Be Held Today at St. 
Philips Church. 


WIFE DIED THREE YEARS AGO 


Deceased Was a Member of the Pio- 
neer Civizens’ Society, a Mason 
and.a Confederate Veteran. 


A bank of flowers marked the casket 


in which Major Parsons’ remains. rest- 
ed during the day yesterday at Miller & 
Bowden's undertaking parlors. The body 
was removed from the infirmary yester~- 
day morning and friends came from all 
sections of the city to look upon the face 
of the man who had been a feature in 
Atlanta's life during its early days. 

The funeral will take place today from 
St. Philips church and the remains will 
be laid .to rest in Westview cemetery 
alongside the grave of his wife. The ser- 
vices at the church will be conducted 
by the Rev. Albion W. Knight, while 
at the grave the Masons will be in charge 
The church services will take place at 
10 o'clock this morning. 

Three years ago when Mrs. Parsons died 
her body was placed in Westview. Soon 
after the burial Major Parsons marked 
the grave with stones. On the headstone 
were the name, place of i birth, 
date of birth, date of death and 
the age of the body under’ the 
mound. Alongside the grave were stones 
exactly like those marking the grave ex- 
cept the inscription. On the stones not 
placed were the name of Major Parsons, 
the date and place of his birth. A space 
was left. below for the carving of the 
place and the time of his death and for 
his age. For three years these stones 
have laid beside the grave of the wife 
who had gone before him.” 

Yesterday Captain Drummond and J. 
B. Roberts, in going through Major Par- 
sons’ papers, found a letter addressed 
to them in which he requested the gen- 
tlemen to see that the stones should be 
completed as indicated and placed over 
his grave. 

Major Parsons was a member of the 
Pioneer Citizens’ Society of Atlanta, a 
member of the Confederate Veterans’ 
camp and a member of the Masonic fra- 
ternity. Each of these orders will be rep- 
resented at the funeral. The pafibearers 
and escort will be Paul Romare, T. E. 
Walker, George Drummond, J. B. Rob- 
erts, R. C. Desassure, D. Morrison, Dr. 
Amos Fox, George Ware, P. H. Snook, 
Fred Scott, E. C. Peters, Z. D. Harrison 
and Forrest Adair., The pallbearers are 
requested to meet at the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Miller & Bowden tomor- 
row at 9730 o'clock.
